The  resolution  adopted  by  the  town  October,  1903,  providing  text  books 
free  of  expense  to  the  school  children,  has  proved  a  beneficent  measure,  in  as 
much  as  it  has  removed  a  condition  that  had  become  thoroughly  obnoxious  to 
the  teachers. 

A  dearth  of  text  books  is  the  cause  of  idleness  and  mischief,  and  furnishes 
an  excuse  many  times  for  poor  lessons.  Plenty  of  books  removes  both  of  these 
objectionable  and  demoralizing  conditions.  And  the  teachers  have  had  less 
trouble  to  keep  their  pupils  interested  and  industrious.  The  children  have 
generally  taken  good  care  of  their  books ;  I  have  failed  to  find  one  wilfully 
injured.

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Acting  School  Visitors'  Report. 


The  five  schools  assigned  me  to  visit,  and  report  upon,  for  the  past  year 
were  Nos.  4,  5,  6,  10  and  11,  and  these  have  been  ordinarily  good  through 
the  year,  and  that  is  all  I  can  say,  with  the  exception  of  one,  the  tenth,  which 
was  a  fine  school  in  all  respects.  I  am  convinced  that  the  only  way  to  remove 
that  ordinary  condition  is  to  arrange  a  graded  system,  and  hold  the  teachers 
and  scholars  to  a  reasonable  performance  of  a  definite  task,  in  a  certain  time, 
and  have  examinations  often  enough  to  determine  whether  satisfactory  results 
are  accomplished,  also  promotions  that  are  independent  and  deserving,  the  old 
acting  visitor  system  could  hardly  accomplish  this.  The  small  compensation 
they  receive  does  not  permit  of  their  spending  time  enough  to  prepare  the 
work  and  attend  to  its  accomplishment;  they  generally  have  business  enough 
without  this  school  work.  The  employment  of  a  superintendent  in  conjunction 
with  other  towns,  will,  I  am  sure,  result  in  an  improved  condition  of  our 
schools,  and  I  trust  the  parents  and  all  others  will  co-operate  with  him  to  this 
end.

In  submitting  this  my  last  report  of  a  portion  of  the  Granby  schools  and 
feeling  that  the}'  are  to  be  brought  under  a  superior  supervision  and  that  all 
the  surrounding  conditions,  money  included,  are  so  faverable  to  more  excellent 
school  work,  it  is  with  hesitancy  that  I  refer  to  any  amount  of  good  work  done 
the  past  year.  Our  District  Committees  did  not  know  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  the  extent  of  the  funds  they  would  be  allowed  for  teacher's  wages 
which  placed  them  in  embarrassing  positions,  thus  causing  them  to  hire  some 
teachers  who  would  not  have  been  hired  had  they  known  in  season  the  amount 
they  were  finally  able  to  pay,  thus  securing  teachers  in  some  instances  very 
late  without  a  fixed  price,  yet  there  has  been  some  as  satisfactory  work  per- 
formed as  in  any  previous  year.  It  is  always  difficult  for  me  in  summing 
up  the  years  work  in  either  school  under  our  past  ungraded  system  to  find 
very  satisfactory  work  when  two  or  more  teachers  have  taught. 

This  is  true  of  my  schools  excepting  Xo.  1,  which  has  had  no  change 
during  the  year  nor  for  several  years  in  either  department,  having  Miss  Ilar- 
riette  E.  Haws  and  Miss  Lucy  Clark  whose  work  has  been  exceedingly  satisfac- 
tory, although  tin'  best  result  in  the  lower  room  was  effected  by  irregular  attend- 
ance, bad  weather,  hard  colds  and  other  sickness  causing  many  absent  marks. 

NO.  2  had  two  teachers.  Miss  Geneva  I.  Beeman   and  Miss  Jennie  Filley. 

NO.  8  had  three  teachers,  Miss  Clara  B.  Yiets.  who  without  a  doubt  com- 
menced a  grand  war's  work  but  only  remained  through  the  fall  term.  Miss 
Elsie  White  and  Miss  Belle  Sanford  of  Iowa  finished  the  year. 
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one  of  the  very  brightest  and  most  active  of  our  girls,  little  Jennie  Wilcox. 

District  No.  9  had  two  teachers.  Miss  Ruth  Holcomb  taught  a  majority 
of  the  year  but  was  broken  off  by  the  measles,  Miss  Ida  Hayes  finishing  the 
year. 

Along  some  lines  the  work  not  particularly  referred  to  in  Nos.  2,  8  and  9 
was  of  first-class,  and  a  portion  of  these  were  under  good  discipline  and  some 
extremely  so.

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Report  of  the  Health  Officer. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Granby; 

Sirs:  —  In  compliance  with  the  statutes  I  submit  you  this  report. 

The  health  of  the  town  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  good.  All  the 
contagious  diseases  that  have  come  to  my  knowledge  were  a  few  cases  of 
measles  in  one  corner  of  the  town,  and  a  few  mild  eases  of  scarlet  fever  in 
which  precautions  were  taken,  and  the  disease  was  restricted  to  the  one  family 
where  it  first  made  its  appearance. 

I  have  carefully  inspected  the  schools  during  the  year  and  find  them  in 
good  sanitary  condition. 

There  have  been  but  few  complaints  of  nuisances  which  were  of  a  minor 
eharacter  and  were  easily  adjusted. 

Have  made  an  inspection  of  the  children  attending  school  and  would  call 
the  parents'  attention  to  the  faet  that  less  than  one-half  the  children  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated,  and  urge  that  they  have  their  children  vaccinated,  and 
thereby  lessen  the  danger  of  an  outbreak  from  small  pox,  such  as  has  occurred 
in  a  number  of  towns  in  the  state  during  the  past  few  years.

While  the  above  showing  places  the  town  of  Granby  well  above  the 
average  for  the  state,  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  Parents  owe  it  to 
their  children  to  be  more  conscientious  in  the  matter.  The  excuses  for  absence 
are  often  without  sufficient  reason. 

I  earnestly  recomend  that  your  Board  of  School  Visitors  fix  a  standard 
which  pupils  must  attain  at  the  age  of  14  years  in  order  to  be  excused  from 
attending  school.     They  should  at  least  finish  work  of  VII  grade. 

Plan  of  Work. 

The  average  time  during  which  a  child  attends  a  school  of  primary  and 
grammar  school  grade  is  about  nine  years.  In  the  outline  of  work  arranged  I 
have  attempted  to  provide  work  for  each  year  of  the  school  life  of  an  average 
scholar. 

Those  who  have  more  than  an  average  ability  can  gain  promotion  in 
less  time,  and  complete  the  course  in  eight  or  even  seven  years,  while  some  will 
require  more  than  the  nine  years  allowed. 

While  the  systematic  plan  of  work  is  necessary  for  a  uniform  and  well 
balanced  course  of  study,  care  will  always  be  taken  that  the  interest  of  the 
individual  pupil  shall  have  full  consideration. 

As  this  outline  of  work  has  been  printed  and  distributed  through  the 
schools  I  will  not  include  it  in  this  report.  I  shall  be  glad  to  supply  copies  to 
any  applying  for  them.

The  teachers  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  intelligent  and  painstaking 
in  executing  the  work  planned.  Where  there  has  not  been  the  success  desired 
it  has  been  because  of  lack  of  adaptability  and  tact.  The  system  has  added 
somewhat  to  the  work  of  the  teachers.  There  has  been,  at  all  times  a  spirit  of 
willingness  and  desire  to  the  best  work  possible. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  secure,  for  the  schools  in  the 
more  remote  country  districts,  teachers  of  ability  well  trained  for  the  work. 
The  greater  salaries  paid  by  the  larger  towns,  the  difficulty  of  finding  a 
"boarding  place"  for  the  teacher  in  many  districts,  and  the  fact  that  the 
"  Normal  Schools  "  seem  to  be  training  more  for  departmental  than  general 
work  increases  this  difficulty.  Many  teachers  will  consider  a  country  school 
only  as  a  "last  chance. " 

The  welfare  of  your  schools  demands  that  you  secure  and  retain  the 
best  teachers.     To  do  this  higher  salaries  will  be  required. 

Examinations  and  Promotions. 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  six  study  periods. 

The  work  is  outlined  for  the  teachers  at  the  beginning  of  each  period 
and  written  examinations  are  given  at  the  close  of  the  same.  Jn  estimating 
the  rank  of  pupils  both  the  record  if  daily  work  and  the  examination  marks 
arc  used. 

An  average  of  "t<)%  is  required  for  promotion  from  grade.  About  90%" 
of  the  pupils  gained  their  promotion. 

The  following  pupils  having  passed  the  ninth  grade  examinations  were 
granted  certificates.  High  schools  in  the  surrounding  towns  have  agreed  to 
accept  pupils  upon  the  evidence  of  these  certificates.

School  Houses. 

While  the  school  houses  in  your  town  are  in  a  comfortable  condition  of 
repair,  much  might  be  done  to  make  them  more  attractive  and  sanitary  within 
and  without.      In  several  instances  school  rooms  were   not  cleaned  during  the 
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entire  year,  tlie  school  opening  in  the  autumn  with  no  cleansing  and  disenfect- 
ing  of  the  room.  This  is  very  wrong.  Every  room  should  have  frequent  and 
thorough  care  in  this  matter  of  cleanliness.  Paiut  and  varnish  should  be  used 
frequently  as  well  as  some  cleansing  application  to  the  walls  and  ceiling,  more 
care  in  this  respect  would  tend  greatly  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disceases  of 
children. 

In  some  districts  the  out  houses  are  very  improperly  arranged. 

Free  Text  Books. 

The  furnishing  of  the  text  books  by  the  town  is  a  great  help  to  the 
teachers.  Formerly  their  work  has  been  hindered  by  the  fact  that  many 
children  were  unprovided  with  them.  Where  parents  are  able  to  purchase 
books  for  their  children  it  is  better  that  they  should  do  so.  This  is  especially 
the  case  in  the  upper  grades  where  the  same  book  is  used  for  several  years. 

Exhibition  of  School  Work. 
An  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  several  grades  was  given  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  and  was  well  attended  by  parents  and  others. 

Visits. 
In  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  schools  of  your  town  I  have  made 
visits  upon  the  several  schools.

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Report  of  the  Health  Officer. 


To  the  Selctmen  of  tiie  Town  of  G-ranby; 

In  compliance  with  tlie  law  T  submit  the  following  report. 

Xo  deaths  have  occurred  from  contagious  diseases  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  one  or  two  cases  of  measles,  with  no  subsequent  cases ; 
Scarlet  fever,  five  cases  in  three  familes.  It  was  impossible  to  trace  the  origin 
of  the  first  case  but  the  other  cases  were  undoubtedly  due  to  disobedience  of 
quarantine  orders. 

Whooping  cough  has  been  scattered  throughout  the  town  during  the 
spring  and  summer,  the  number  of  cases  it  has  been  impossible  to  determine, 
as  none  were  reported,  the  majority  have  depended  on  home  treatment. 

No  other  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

No  complaint  or  nuisances  and  none  abated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  school  houses  remains  the  same  as  in  previous 
years,  which  I  believe  to  be  good.
